THE AMERICAN MUSICAL COMEDY 
AND OPERA COMPANY. 
‘TL TROVATORE.’ 

Verdi's opera, ‘Ii Trovatoro,’ was given 
by Mens Willard and Sheridan’s Com- 
pany in tha Theatre Royal last night, bo- 
fora a somewhat small audience. ‘ It might 
fairly have been expected that a standard 
work of this character would draw a good 
houge; but whether it is that the musical 
taste of the Colony docs not run at present 
in the direction of grand opera, or that the 
expectations formed of the performance 
were not sufficiently high, thero was uo- 
doubtedly a larger number of vacant sata in 
the Theatre last night than wo havo boen 
aecustumed to soo at the performances of 
thia company. It is quite true that to 
those who era familiar with Verdi's popular 


work, and who ean recal more. or less bril- |' 


liant prosentations of it, a mediocre ren- 
dering. is not very enjoyable, ca it 
serves mercly to romind them how dread- 
fully hockneyed ita strains are, without 
being able to revive interest :in them, and 
showa in a-cold-blooded way those extra- 
vagant efforts after effect which require the 
power of geniua to mako thom aucccusful 
Although the artistes last night acquitted 
thomselves all round in a fairly creditable 
manner—some of them. desorvo a little 
warmer praise—and conscientiously did 
their utmost to make the performance 4 
auccoas, tho result of their united efforts 
was certainly not above medicecrity. Some 
allowanco must of course be made for the 
limitations of their resources, Me Robort- 
son, although a skilful pianist, could not 
supply the necessary orchestal offecta, and 
though there was compavatively littlechorus 
work to be done the want of au impressive 
volume of tone waa occasionally 5 consider- 
able defect, The * Anvil chorus,’ for in- 
stance, was failure of o very dopressing 
kind, Its effect would not have been quite 
to dolefal but for the erratic conduct of the 
energetia but misguided artiste who under- 
took the task of supplying the anvil accom. 
paniment. If he had had tho chorus ona 
bona fide anvil bofore him, and had ‘gone 
for’ it with o real slodge-hammer, he could 
not have killed it more offectually than he 
did. 7 . 

Aoumber of excisions wera made in the

SENTENCING OF PIUAONERS, * 

Phoir Lordships passed sentence on pri- 
saners convicted: at this month's Criminal 
Svasions, 

-THE OHAIN GANG CANE. 

Tho ton prisoners who pleaded gnilty to 
escaping from the chain yang on the 18th 
September last were placed in the dock. 
On being osked whether thoy had anything 
to say why the sentence of the Court 
ehould not bo passed apon them, they made 
the following atatemonta :— 

-Ohan You—The Superintendent of the 
Gaul and the second nud third in command 
of the gno) stl oppressed mo. They caught 
hold of mo and beat me whether I was bad 
or not, They prosecuted mc, and then T 
was sentenced to several days’ soli- 
tary confinement and put upon rico and 
water. I had only six ounces of rico 
at a monl, and thon when I had_beon 
three days in solitary confinement I was 
sent out with the chain gang, and going 
out there I was tired and could not walk. 
I waa told to carry earth, and then if J 
walked jnat a little slowor tho turnkey 
would hit me on the head -with his fist and 
kick me with his foot, and then the third 
in command prosecuted mo and I was 
sentenced to three days’ solitary confinc- 
ment with rico and water, Then IT was 
sent to turn the crank, According to Go- 
vernment regulations I should only havo 
the crank put at 12 tbs., but the turnkey 
turned the screw ao that 1 could not movo 
it when I came to turn it. 

Tho Chief Justice--Lé thera is anything 
in all this you have stated it ought to havo 
been stated to the Visiting Justices. The 
Government have made arrangements that 
acouple of Ju tices of tho Peaco mako a 
weekly visit to the prison, and if there is 
any complaint ayninst the officers of tho 
gaol or against the fuod or the work or 
anything of that sort, your cloar duty is to 
report to the Justices and choy will cer 
tainly inquire fully into tho matter. That 
is their duty and I have no doubt they will 
do it; they alwaya do it. That is tha 
remedy and not running away from prison ; 
make o compleint to thom und thoy Will in- 
vestigate it, and if thero is anything 
wrong they will see it art right.

good,

Man Akum also complained of not gotting 
sleep and that the chain-gang work was 
very hard, Ho informed the Qvurt that 
according to the Government regulations 
no chains ought to be put on the prisonera 
in gaol, and the Superintendent oppressed 
him by patting chains on him. 

Wong On—Your Lordship has spoken 
about the Justices attending to matters for 
us, but ofallthe complaints I hava made to 
them they have not attended to a single 
ons. We had those leather soles to wear 
formerly, withont them our [eet are hurt 
with the sand. I applied to the Justices 
about that because the loather soles have 
been dona away with since the present 
Superintendent came, Tha Justices’ said 
they would see about it and give them 
back to ua, but they have not done ao, 
Another matter, gaing out to worl, tha 
provisions aupplied to us are not in 
accordance with the regulations made hy 
Government. We ought to ‘have beef soup 
‘at noon, but we are only allowed a amail 
quantity of riceycongoo. It ia just water; 
it has mot enough rice to make it thick. 
We are not allowed to drink tea at noon, 
only water. . We are only allowed to.go to 
the closet once a day; if wo go twice we 
are punished whon «we go back to gaol. I 
have spoken about a} these matters to the 
Justices, but thoy have not attended to one 
of them. Yet your Lordship says I should 
speak to them, If we Chineve drink water 
we get diarrhwa aad are ill, aud we are pro- 
sacuted for golng to the cldset twice, If 
your Lordship will allow mo I have still 
more to sy I want to ask if in fature 
whon the Justices come to the ‘gaol they 
will attend to things for ua, ~ 
| ‘Tho Chief Justice—If there is any well- 
founded complaint made to the Justices I 
am perfectly certain they will attend to ib, 
but complaints are sometimes made which 
on inquiry aro found to have no foundation.

its charges. Instead of producing evidence 
that Paruell and his assuciatus were accein- 
plicos before or after the fact with the 
Phoenix park murderora le will uitempt to 
justify the Tones’ accusaliens hy raking up 
outrages attributed tu the league aud trying 
to eonneet tem with tho’Paruellites. 

The prosecution is considered very we: 
by many, The friends of the Limes, how- 
ever, say they are not really to sbaw their 
hand just yet ; that it nob the policy of 
the Times to put Parnellites in possession 
of its testimony until the proper time. _ 

From the action of the court, beth sides 
feul the commission proposes to adinimister 
justice. It is this atmosphere of impartia- 
lity, it ia cluimod, that inakes the Times 
people careful und the Parnellites hopeful, 

Loudon, October 23.—Un the reassem- 
bling of the Parnell Commissiva to-day, 
Josaph Biggar, one of the Irish inombers 
of Parliament involved in the Times 
charges, personally requeated that hu be 
supplied with copies of those speeches read 
from by Attorney-General Webster yester- 
day which referred to him. The Attorney- 
Genera) promisod to supply them, and 
then continued with the presentation of the 
Pimes' coue. He said Parnell’s supporters 
had been trying to exhibit him as ouv who 
stood aloof from the anti-rent and plan-of- 
campaign agitators, but the fact was that 
as far back as 1880 Parnell ied an anti-rent 
movement, and in « specch in County 
‘Kerry in that year he tuld his hearera that 
tho Land League had plenty of money to 
defend tenant farmora who refused to pay 
rent. 

Ho referred to tho wickedness of the 
advico given by Boyton, Timothy Harring- 
ton and Father O'Leary at a Barryclough 
mooting in 1881, aud raid that ut that 
time Parnell and his colleagues did not con- 
ceal their sympathy with league emissaries 
in crime. 

Tho Attorney-General reviawed the his- 
tory of tho league and quoted from, tho 
alloged Parnell letters, which appeared in 
the Pines, He said befora the caso was 
over all the circumstances under which the 
‘Panes became possessed of the lottera would 
be explained and the names’ of tho persons 
from whom they were obtained would be 
mado known. He declared that before 
the letters were published they worv cx- 
amined by perfectly independent persons, 
the handwriting compared with other of 
Parnel’s writings, and it was agreed that 
the letters undoubtedly were ganuino spceei- 
tnens of his penmanship. ‘he, hearing 
adjourned for the day. 

ondon, October 24.—~When the Parnell 
Commission resumed its aitting to-day Sir 
Charles ‘Russell, counsel for Parnell, de- 
manded the production of certain lotters 
Which the Limes possossed, and which were 
alleged to have been written ‘by Dillon, 
Biggar and other mombors of Parliament. 
He said that Soames, the Zimes’ sulicitor, 
had filed an affidavit affirming that the Tames 
received the documents from an American 
named Roborts ; that some of them proved 
bogus ; that on this account they had not 
boen usad in the O'Donnel! case, This ad- 
mission that somebody was supplying the 
Tines with foryed letters, said Sir Charles, 
had a direct bearing upon the Parnell-Egan 
forgeries. The documents must therefore 
bo produced. 
” Attorney-General Webster held: thot the 
documents demanded. were not material to 
the issue. The affidavit of Soames showed:
